¢ Goga’s Appeal Successful”

The Ladysmith ‘Town Council 
assembled in the Couneil Chamber, 
‘Town Hall, Ladysmith, on ‘Tuesday 
last, to hear the appeal of M. A. Goga 
and Benne, two Indian traders of 
Ladysmith, against the decision of the 
Licensing Officer, who had refused 
their licences for the current year. 
‘There was a large number of Indian 
and European spectator: 

“The Mayor (Mr. W. Cochrane) was 
in the chair, and the following coun- 
cillors were at the table: Messrs. J. 
‘Thompson (Deputy Mayor), A. HL 
Doig, H. C, Foss, T. Newton, S. Ellis, 
R. H, Lowe and S. Thorrold. 

Me. Wylie, K.C., condacted the case 
for M. A. Goga, assisted by Messrs. 
‘Anderson and Kufal. ‘The Licensing 
‘Officer (Mr. G. W. Lines) was not

‘Mfter reading the minutesofprevious 
meeting, the Clerk read the reasons 
for refusing the licence which are as 
follows ¥

Goga's Evidence

years. Previous to the death of his 
father, 10 years ago, he was in

Resistance to the Ordinance 


Will Face Imprisonment 





Mr. M. K. Gandhi was on Monday 
interviewed by a Mercury representa- 
tive concerning the suggestion put 
forward by Mr, Lionel Curtis in the 
Times that the tropical possessiors of 
Great Britain should be reserved for 
Indian colonisation. Mr. Gandhi re- 
jects the proposal, 

s long as Indians have domicile 
tights in. the Colonies, whether i 
South Africa or elsewhere, Mr. Gandhi 
objects. Such a suggestion is not 
racticable, and wold certainly nut 
acceptable to the British Indians, 
“As he has 0 often asserted, the entire 
motive which is animating’ the cause 
he has taken up on behalfofthe South, 
African Asiatic is to protect what he 
designates the Indian's vested rights” 
in this country; and to deprive them 
of the title of domicile, which many of 
them now possess, would, of course, 
in his view, be to subvert those vested 
rights. Mr. Gandhi said that the 
rights of domicile were the main 
strength of the Indians’ position, and 
he assented to the suggestion’ that 
they intended to make the most of it 

Tt was pointed out to Mr. Gandhi 
that the proposal seemed to be that 
the tropical Colonies should be reser- 
ved for immigtation of the future, not 
necessarily contemplating the removal 
of Indians already possessing domicile

for coming here being purely mer 
cenary, I do not see how they can be 
of any use to the county. 
The future of this country will be 
troublous enough without adding to its 
troubles, which an Indian population 
would mean.” We are not aware of a 
single Indian who has failed to re- 
cognise that South Africa is troubled 
with a Native question which will 
bafile the shrewdest statesmen it can 
produce, but the reference to the 
‘mercenary motivesand the exploit 
of the Natives comies with ill 
from one who must know that the cap 
will fit more exactly the European 
pioneer than the humble Indian trader. 
We entirely repudiate the charge that 
the Indian has the slighest desire of 
exploiting the Native to his own 
| advantage, and I think we are not 
| alone in believing that the European 
pioneers did not come to South Africa 
to uplift the Native, but to better their 
own condition. ‘This is notthe occasion 
to examine the morality of such a 
desire.

Roll and shall enter therein the names 
ofall male persons. possessing within 
the Township a qualification entitling 
them. to vote fora Member of the 
Legislative Council.” This was in the

Now the Legislative Assembly has

At the beginning of May, the town 
roll, as framed by the Estcourt 1. 
Board, was published, withya not 
in the usual form, to the effect that 
appeals with reference to wrong entries 
therein or omissions therefrom would | 
be heard in the Magistrate’s Court on 
the 16th of May (writes the Estcourt 
correspondent of the Natal Mercury).

applicants, whose names are Suleman 
Hoosen, E. M. Haficejee, M. H. 
Vowda, Ismail Suleman, Amod H tffee- 
jee, and A. E. Patel, 
‘Mr. Miller suggested to the Court 
that Mr. Cowley should supply his 
reasons for the appeal 

Mr. Cowley replied that the appli-

Mr. Miller suggested that it would 
save time if Mr. Cowley gave the fol- 
fowing information : (1) Are the ap- 
plicants owners, lodgers, or renters ? 
(2) Are they Indians? "(3) Are any 
of them on any voter's roll in the 
Colony? (4) Haye any of them ob- 

ined an order from the Governor. 
Council to the effect that they may be 
admitted to the town roll. 

Mr. Cowley replied that any such 
proceeding would be grossly irregular, 
Dut, as the Court wished it, he would 
reply that two of the applicants (all 
‘of whom yere Indians) were owners 
and the rest renters, and that some of 
them had their names on voter’ rolls. 

Mr. Miller wished to know which 
of them had their names on voter's 
rolls? 

Mr. Cowley replied that he refused 
to be further cross-examined, and 
that, if any evidence were to be jen, 
it should be taken from the witntsses 
in the witness bos. He did not wish 
to answer this question, because it 
had no bearing at all on’ the applica- 
tion. 

Mr, Miller drged that, under Section 
7,of the Townships Act of 1881, only 
those persons could be admitted to 
the roll who were entitled to the 
franchise, and that under Section 2 of 
Act 8 of 1896 persons were notentitled 

who were not of 
European origin, unless they were 
natives of a country where there was 
Parliamentary representation 

Mr. Cowley urged that the law of 
1896 had no bearing on the question 
at issue at all. Under Section 7 of tl 
‘Townships Act, which was passed, in 
1381, it was provided that those per- 
sons were entitled to be placed on the 
town roll who possessed the right toa 
yote, and that the qualifications for 
that vote were set out in Section 11 of 
the Charter of Natal, If a man was 

s provided in the Charter, 
titled to representation on 
roll. ‘The Act of 1396 
amended the law with relerenc 
voters’ rolls for the Colony, but 
fully refrained from mentioning town 
rolls, and, he submitted, did not effect 
the qualifications for entrance to the 
civic roll, as provided in the original 
‘Townships Act of 1881, and that 
these qualifications still remained as 
provided in the Charter. Accordingly, 
the question. of whether any of the 
applicants frere on voters’ rolls or not 
thad no bearing ov the appeals, and he 
thought it Ginnecessary to answer Mr. 
Miller's question. 
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‘The Magistrate ruled that this was | 
‘the crux of the question: Were the | 
‘applicants on the Colony’s voters’ rolls | 
or not? If not, they were debarred

‘Suleman Hoosen then gave evidence

Trial by Jury ¥ 


We extract the following from s 
leading article in the Natal Mercury 
which is commented upon in our 
leading columns, 

Of far greater importance, howeve 
is the very serious discredit which has 
been cast on the jury system and on 
the Colony by. various ve 
tain cases which juries have Had to 
deal with for some time past. The 
success of the British race in. dealing 
with coloured subject races has lain 
more in an absolutely fearless and 
impartial administration of justice 
than in anything else. phon. 
‘The white man’s prestige in Aftica 
and Asia can only be maintained su 
ong as the great moral principle on 
which it is based is upheld in its 
fullest integrity and’ strength. In 
this Colony, we have very. special 
reasons for maintaining the fount of 
justice pure and undefiled, especially 
in cases applying to natives, as they 
are_ politically dumb, and have no 
such means of redressing cases’ of in- 
justice as are comparatively easy for 
the European. corailanethan 

In the firstinstance, the unfortunate 
native, Mtonga, was found guilty on

In fact, the position has be- 
come such that nine out of every ten 
men will readily admit that, if guilty 
they svould prefer to be tried by a jury, | 
and if innocent, by a judge. ” Surely | 
a system that produces such results 
requires serious amendment, and we 
hope the Native Commision will come 
forward with a strong recommendation 
that, in the case of native trials, hence- 
forward juries will be done away with, 
‘Time-honoured and respected as the 
jury system is, safe-guard of the rights 
of the people as it has been for. hun- 
| dreds of years, its abolition altogether 
may be seriously considered. It 
seems to have outlived itself, and its 
1 purpose. ‘There is no longer 
any danger of judges being suborned 
by kings or ministers. A conviction 
fof an acquittal does not now rest on 
a sign from a higher officer of State 
subject to the Royal command, and a 
judge is no longer liable to have his 
position taken from him at a ninute's 
notice, and disgraced, because: hémay 
refuse to obey the order of his masters. 
As the authority and position of the 
judges have been strengthened, so bas 
the prestige of juries declined, and: it 
is the juries, and not the judges, that 
are now Fable to be influenced by 
outside pressure to pervert the ends 
of justice. The practice in Natal of 
allowing. jarywen to yo where they 
like during the course of a trial, when 
the Court is adjourned, is as unfair to 
the conscientious juryman as itis ini- 
tical to a just. verdict. Magistraces 
at the present time have very consid- 
‘erable powers, and many-of their sen- 
ences are greater than are inflicted 
by the superior Courts, abd, surely, if 
they give reasonable satislaction with- 
out a jury, it should be possible for 
the Circuit Courts to give equal satis- 
faction by an alteration in the com- 
position of the tribunals. If the 
Judge on Circuit, for instance, were 
assisted by the local Chiel Magistrate 
and one of the Assistant Magistrates, 
or one of the Justices of the Peace for 
the Colony, to make up.a bunch of 
three, we should have atribunal which, 
we believe, would be generally trusted, 
and which would not be led into such 
shocking miscarriages of justice as 
hhave been perpetrated from time to 
time by incompetent, or prejudiced, 
juries. As it stands, the jury system 
is entirely discredited in the Colony.

‘There are two unpleasant features 
in the Portuguese province. ‘The first 
is the arbitrariness of the law, whereby 
innocent people can, upon occasion, 
be flung into gaol without trial, This | 
has already bappened in the case of 
ceriain Indians. ‘The other is the 
freedom of spirituous liquor for the 
natives. Such licence cannot but have

No, I 
forgot! It is the place that the great 
and only Mr.Richard Kelsey Loveday 
honours by his representation in 
Parliament, Naturally, that would 
redeem any place from obscurity !

‘The 
steam winds its way down a gorge, 
on either side of which rise mountains 
built, apparently, of basalt columns. 
Each ‘ridge is ‘capped with rocky 
structure, and, from the distance, they 
look like petrified waves, with crests 
of foam, as though they were on’ the 
point of breaking, Along the narrow 
valley therd are numerous native huts, 
round and. square ones, the. round 
predominating. ‘They are on the side 
‘opposite to the railway. As I was 
Aesirous of investigating theirinteriors, 
T essayed to find a crossing place. I 
found one. Tt was made of two rails 
set.si@e-ways and some iiiches-apact.

‘The combin- 
ation of these influences brought to

| with all’ the human objects brought 
under the same influences, given time 
| for the interplay of action and re- 
| action. The amazing patt of this 
theory, which, be it said, is founded 
upon a logic that is invincible, is that 
| it finally disposes of the idea that the

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The Cape Hawkers’ 
Licences Bill 


Parllament Refuses the Measure 








Mr. JAccex, in moving the second 
reading of the Hawkers’ Licences Bill, 
inthe Cape House of Assembly, on 
the 28th ull, said that the sole object 
‘of the Bill was to ramove an injustice 
done by the House last year, when 
the General Dealers’ Act was passed. 
In that Bill the hawkers were placed 
in a somewhat different position as 
regards licences from the general 
dealers. Under the Act of last session 
4 general dealer had a right to got 
another licence without applying to 
‘any Municipal or Divisional Council 
for a permit. He could continue to 
take out his licence year by year with: 
‘out making a fresh application. All 
the hawkers, however, had, without 
exception, a€ the end of the year to 
apply for a permit for a new licence. 

fow, the result of that had been that 
in a good many districts of the Colony 
hawkers had been refused their li 
ences altogether. It had not been 
the policy of the House to interfere 
sith vested interests.

In the British Empire the firstyand 
last words rested yvith us, because. it 
was we who maiotainted the force 
that defended the Empire. ‘Towards 
the maintenance of the force the only 
element outside the United Kingdom 
which contributed was India, and it 
was well to remember that it was 
troops maintained on the Indian es- 
tablishment which saved Natal from 
) being-overcun by the Boers. Indians 
in Natal also volunteered, but were 
not allowed to, fight. ‘They were al- 
lowed instead to act as bearers. and 
risked their lives to save the wounded. 
Not only had we the right to enforce 
our will on the ‘Transvaal but we had 
the power. ‘The ‘Transvaal was abso- 
lutely dependent on our bounty even 
for the maintenance of troops employ- 
ed gn ordinary police work in the 
Colony. . The troops were wanted for 
the money they brought, and one of 
the promises extracted by Gen. Botha 
was that the troops should not be re- 
moved without giving .a due notice, 
because of their economic value. The. 
‘Vransvaal.was a suppliant for our * 
ctiarity and yet we were told we could 
not interfere with what they were doing 
with our subjects. - The whites of the 
‘Transvaal ware alraid of being over- 
munvby coloured races, His answer 
to that was that South Affica was not 
white man's country, not because 
the land was not suitable, but because 
white men would not do rough man-

| 1907. 

We respectfully submit that nothing 
short of total repeal of the Act can 
meet the difficult situation that has 
arisen, In our humble opinion the 
‘Act is degrading to our self-respect, 
offensive to our religions, and in its 
incidence it is such as can be thought 
of only in connection with dangerous 
criminals. Moreover, the solemn 
declaration made by us renders it 
imperative for us, as honest citizens 
of the Empire and God-fearing men, 
not to submit to the provisions of the 
‘Act, irrespective of any consequences 
which we may have to suffer, and 
which we understand to be imprison- 
ment, banishment and/or loss or con- 
fiscation of our property. 

In making the above statement, we 
do not desire to shirk an enquiry into 
the allegations as to surreptitious entry 
by British Indians on a wholesale 
seale, or to refuse to hold documents 
that in the opinion of the Government 
may sufficiently, identify us. 

We therefore respectfully pray that 
the Government will be pleased to

AGGAR moved: “That, in

Since his question regarding a coolie 
guard, he had heard that a white man 
had been put in his place. He ques- 
tioned whether the coolie was put 
there as a matter of urgency, and said 
that'when this coolie was booked on 
white men were booked off. , Indians 
had very little respect for hulhan lite, 
and theit religion taught them to look 
tupon the loss of white lives as some- 
thing rather desirable, than otherwise. 
He denied that the’ substitution of 
cheap coloured labour for white labour 
was economical, and he had been 
assured that the conditions were ¢x- 
tremely dangerous in travelling along 
the main line. He complained that 
old white men had been discharged, 
and were begging their bread in Dur- 
ban, and he asked that, wherever pos 
sible, white men should be placed in 
work, Retrenchment was no excuse 
for employing coolies in place of 
white men,

Sir, —The Scotsman this morning 
reports that a delicate situation has 
been created in the ‘Transvaal in con: 
equence of the action of the British 
Indians in resistance to the registration 
law, And your report of proceedings 
Pa t brings cause and effect 
to suficiently close connection. ‘The 
Under Secretary for the Colonies is 
stated to have declared that “it should 
be understood that His Majesty 
Jovernment have no power to protect 
British Indians in the ‘Transvaal from 
the operation of a law in force in the 
Colony.” 

Accepting this assertion on the word 
of the Under Secretary of State, it is 
important to remember that the situ 
ation is caused by the deliberate ac 
‘of His Majesty's Government in rever 
sing the policy of the late Govern 
ment and cancelling the Lyttelto 
Constitution, a capital intention

used, In the case of the Indinns of 
attainments, it is reasonably urged,

cause “by fexson, of their knowledge 
‘of a: European language they carry on 
their own persons marks of identifi: 
cation,” Nor is this the worst of the 
hardships complained of Whilst the 
“Asiatic Law Amendment Act provides 
for a notice, of retuoval {rom the colo:

Sir, Whilst the totally inoffensive 
Indian pickets are being charged, 
without an iota of proof, with intimi- 
dation of thoss who may wish to take 
‘out registration certificates, you will, 
perhaps, be so good as to allow me 
to draw public attention to the hol- 
Towness of the charge, as also to 
counter intimidation, whichisa reality. 

‘Acease happened yesterday in which 
three Indians from Pietersburg. were 
actually offered escort by the pickets, 
but it was refused. ‘The fact is that 
‘an attempt is being made to discredit 
the pickets by feigning terror, and by 
asking for police protection. We, too, 
have our “national scouts.” ‘They 
undoubtedly wish to increase their 
number, and allegation of intimida- 
tion is one of the methods ad spted. 
If there is any truth in the charge, 
why has not anyone been prosecuted ? 
Te must be the easiest thing (0 prove, 
because intimidation is supposed to, 
take place in broad daylight in Von 
Brandis Square in the presence of 
hundreds of passers-by. 

As to counter-intimidation, many 
Indians believe that Indians posses- 
sing permits issued by either Capt. 
Hamilton-Fowle or Mr, Chamney are, 
under quasicofficlal pressure, being 
dismissed for not having submitted to 
the Registration Act, Whether such 
presiure exists or not, I have before

ANatal Indian Licences 


From a report of the proceedings 
of the Dundee Town Council, held on 
the 17th inst, we extract the follow. 
ing — 

“The estimates having been disposed 
of the Council tu attention 
toa letter Irom the Municipal Asso: 
ciation, in which they invite expres- | 
sion of opinion of the matter of 
amending the Shop Licensing Act so 
as to admit an appeal to the Supreme 
Court by an Indian who had been re~ 
fused a licence. This idea of course 
emanates from the Secretary of State 
for India, and the Council under. 
stood that the Royal assent to the | 
Municipal Act probably depended | 
upon this or some equally drastic 
amendment being passed. The ma- 
jority of the Councillors expressed 
themselves preity strongly on the sub- 
ject, they thought that it would be a 
great mistake to surrender any of the 
power at present held by corporations | 
in the niatter of licences. ‘They did | 
not see why Dundee should sufferon 
account of the mistakes made by | 
others. The question of franchise | 
for the Indian was also mooted, but | 
met with scant sympathy and the 
Council eventually decided that the 
association should be informed that 
the Corporation of Dundee were de- | 
cidedly against any amendment to the 
present form of the Municipal Act. |

Jonannesbung, Friday, 
(Owing to pressure from ‘certain 
sections of the public, the Govern- 
ment have withdrawn the Shop Hours 
Regulations for the time being. 

‘The Registration Officials are get- 
ting desperate because the office is 
not besieged by Indian applicants. 
‘They are using every effort to intimi- 
date the pickets through the police, 
failing which to discredit the pickets 
by inspiring newspaper paragraphs 
about Indian intimidation. 

‘Yesterday Rangasamy, a fish hawk- 
er, carrying a basket, not a picket at 
all, noticed two Madrassis on their 
way to the Registration Office. " Pat- 
ting aside his basket, he gently touch- 
ed them and appealed to them not to 
goto the office. The men refused 
to listen and went inside without 
difhculty. "The Officials ‘advised th. 
men to lay a charge of assault agiinst 
Rangasamy. In the evidence, it 
transpired that the men did not éom- 
plain of assault though they said 
they were caught hold of by the 
sleeve. ‘The chief picket, .Thumbi 
Naidoo and Imam Abdool! Cadir 
(chairman of the Hamidia’ Islamic 
Sociely) gave evidence, sayibg that 
strict instructions were issued» never 
to use threats or violence-~ but 
confine themselves to expostulating 
and reasoning. ‘The Magistrate 
held that touching amounted to 
assault and fined the accused» £3 
or 14 days’ imprisonment; but te- 
marked that the law did not prevent 
arguing or persu: ceveryinhabitant 
‘was entitled to his own opinion and 
to popularise it by reasoning and 
argument. Tt also transpired: during 
the case that some Indians were 
totally ignorant of where they were 
going and what they were doing, but 
they simply brougbt a letter from their 
master and went as directed to the 
Registration Office, One man, when 
asked whether he had_ registered, 
answered in the affirmative, produced 
his master’s certificate of employment 
as a registration certificate. Tt appears 
that ‘one complainant wished to 
away before the case was called, but 
hz was prevented by the Registration 
Official. Beyond these two men and 
lad, all from Springs, nobody a 
peared at the office yesterday, It is 
remarkable that the few who have 
applied have come from outside’ dis« 
tricts, ignorant ae Jaw, and bir 
by European employers, many. 
whom have threatened their 
with dismissal nls they reilred 
No more than six have applied from

One of these, as 
is notorious, has forsworn himself, 
and is regarded with contempt by the 
rest of the community, We draw 
attention, too, to the two Madrastis 
who were cajoled by the registration 
officials into laying 2 fictitious charge 
of assault against an Indian hawker 
who bad mildly expostulated with

Indian Re-Indentures 


Premiums Reduced 
In view of what is happening in 
Canada and elsewhere with reference 
{0 the exclusion of Asiatics from the 
Golonies, a certain interest attaches to 
the fact that official action is being 
taken in Natal with the object of pro: 
viding; an encouragement to the Asia- 
tic Iabouring class to remain here, 
says the Nitfal Mercury. Vhe Tndian 
Toi ust Board has just 
hotified that the instalment payable 
by employers on the re-indenture of 
Indian coolies is to be rediiced. On 
the engagement of indentured Indian 
abourers, the emplayer pays an instal- 
ment of £4 tos. yearly for each man 
until bis indenture expires in the fifth 
year. The aggregate amount: covers 
all the charges incident to immigra- 
tion, the upkeep of the Trust Bosrd— 
for the latter is maintained by. the 
associated employers—and the cost of 
n of Iabour- 
ers which, it bas been ascertained 
by practice, return at. the termination 
of the first indenture, this amounting 
to some 40 per cent 


On an Indian re-indenturin 
mployer has heretofore paid an 
instalment of £3, 10s, for the first and 
any following re-indentures, but. now 
this is to be reduced to £2 10s. for 
the second and £1 105, for the third 
reindenture. ‘The theory is that, 
though his reindentured labour will 
cost the employer practically as much 
as when te was paying the higher in- | 
stalment, the labourer will receive the 
Advantage, for the employer's outlay 
will go to hin in the shape of i 
creased wages, and thus the Indian 
will, it iS anticipated, be induced to 
remain in the colony for the sake of 
the additional money he can save. |

In 1905, the number of deaths from: 
accident amongst free Indians was 3.8 
percent. of the total deaths in that 
section of the population ; amongst | 
indentured Indians, it was 5.0 per cent, 
In-1996, the percentages were 3.8 and 
s.8 respectively. ‘There seems to be 
a remarkably wide margin. between | 
these accident rates. How is it that 
indentured men. are more prone to 
deaths from accident than free: Indi- 
ans in the ratio of 155 to 100? They 
are of the same race, the same. habit 
of life, the same manner of thought. 
Is. it that the risks on the estates and 
the mines are so enoroiously high as 
to make it half as perilous again for a 
man to labour under indenture as it 
would be were he free? Will. the 
Protector proceed ta investigate these 
figures a little more closely than here- 
tofore? 

Even a. superficial perusal of this 
Report, and its medical appendices 
makes it apparent that venereal dis- 
ease is on the increase, and is, in any 
case, very prevalent.’

Fot several years. past we have 
dealt with the suicide retums. Below 
we give statistics. covering five: years 
that speak for themselves !— 
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‘The enormous disproportion between 
indentured suicides and free Indian 
suicides is absolutely horrifying. “The 
increase in the latter class for the last 
two years is easily accounted for by 
the general depression, the hardship 
of having to pay £1 -per-anoum’ out 
of a diminishing income as. the price 
of freedom, and the debilitating 
efiects of malaria and its altermath, 
But, except for the last. of. these 
causes, the indentured Indian is free 
from anxiety; whilst his. death-rate 
from smlaria is only two-thirds that of, 
the free Indians. -What is the cause of 
the discrepancy ? We have taken the 
trouble:to secure figares {rom official 
reluéns in other places for purposes

Dealers meeting of the Cape Divi- 
sional Council, when cert- 
‘ain Indian trading-licence applications 
were “considered,” We reproduce 
elsewhere the extract referred to, 
together with a letter addressed to the 
Capetown paper by Mr, Phillip J. 
Porter, who had made. application for 
these licences.on behalf of certain 
Indian clients, ‘The letter speaks for 
itself and needs no comment. Nor, 
for that matter, do the remarks of Mr. 
Gibbs, except that they may aptly be 
characterised as the most blatant rub- 
bish and the most cruel. misrepresent- 
ations of which a representative ofthe 
public could be guilty. ur Cape 
friends, no doubt, arc greatly proud of 
their possession of the political. fran- 
chise, and rightly so.
